chains of mental degradation.”” This is a most 
important fact, proving how separable admiration 
is from respect—a conclusion which may be held 
as a guiding principle in the education of woman. 
Mr. Cobbold dwells at length upon the fame which 
sculptors, painters, and poets have derived from 
their delineations of the female form in their seve- 
ral ways, for which we refer the reader to the 
lecture itself. 

From this Mr. Cobbold proceeds toreviewthe cha- 
racter of woman as she is. From scriptural sources 


he concludes that the virtues most virtuous in woman 
are piety, strong attachment to her offspring, and 
resignation, e cannot withhold our admiration 
of the beauty of this view of her character, summed 
up ina few words, and attributing to her the highest 
virtues in the highest degree. Of the female won- 
ders of profane history Mr. Cobbo'd recites the old 
list, with which we presume our readers are well 
acquainted. He attributes the intellectual inca- 
pacity of the Grecian women to the degraded state 
of matrimonial bondage in which they were held; 
man looking upon them as state companions to 
keep up his outward dignity, rather than a com- 
panion whose mind he might cultivate, As ‘ prac- 
etl Christian,” he exclaims with Sir Walter 
Scott :— 
‘* When pain and anguish wring the brow, 
A ministering angel thou!” 
and, blending this phase of her character with the 
iety and love of kind before mentioned, we con- 
ess we find infinitely more to admire and bow 
down to, than in the literary Sappho, the oratorical 
Aspasia, who had Socrates and Pericles for her 
pupils, or than the eloquent Hortensia, “who 
commanded the admiration of Cicero, when, in the 
face of the whole Senate of Rome, she stood up for 
the rights and privileges of her countrywomen.” 
The conclusion we would draw from Mr. Cob- 
bold’s lecture is, that women should be educated as 
beings influencing the happiness and prosperity of 
the world through their mental energies andthe 
goodness of their dispositions, and not through that 
personal perfection which led heathens to adore 
their images while they despised themselves. 
There is no doubt that this is perfectly correct, and 
that women are degraded and insulted when their 
ersonal attractions are set above their minds and 
1earts, in which their enduring yalue—and the 
value of their personal beauty, too—altogether 
consists,

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THE CHARTIST CONSPIRATORS. 
Again we have to recount some of the deeds of this 
class of ill-doers, who, if they persevere in their 
system of traitorous annoyance, will be regarded 
rather as wild beasts, whom it becomes a duty to 
exterminate, than Englishmen claiming a grant from 


the Legislature, and agitating for it after an English 
fashion. 


On Sunday—a day of pious rest to the 
the Chartists renewed their strife with law and the 
“‘proprieties” of the land; but, as they are for the most 
part avowedly ‘godless,’ as Suarrow said of the 


French, their selection of such a day is no matter of 
marvel. 


It was in the vicinity of Virginia-fields, Bethnal- 
green, that scenes took place on that day which will 
not easily be forgotten. It having been announced 
that a meeting of the ‘six-points men” would take 
place in an open space of ground facing the Birdcage 
Tavern, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, at that hour 
about 500 persons met together. Having elected a 
chairman, a man, whose name was said fo be Page, 
proceeded to address the meeting, He said they 
were met together to show the Government that 
they were determined to rest neither night nor 
day—not even the Sabbath—without the charter ; 
and he continued his harangue in a similar strain for 
some time, not forgetting that admirable make-weight, 
“Mitchel,” Having arrived at a certain catastasis, 
or stunning point, Mr. Inspector Tarlton, of the 
N division of police, came in sight with about forty 
constables, In an instant acry wag raised of The 
police! the police!” and the mob, instead of formin 
the “ military square,” commenced running in all di- 
rections. Here the matter would have en ed, had it 
not been for some desperate fellows, who began to in- 
cite the crowd, and shouting out, ‘ Down with the 
~—— police!” Atthe same time a number of them 
commenced Hxowing stones at the officers. Upon 
this Tarlton gave the men orders to disperse the 
crowd. On being driven from the open 
mob took possession of the by-streets, an pelted the 
police. A brick was thrown at Inspector Tarlton, 
which caught him between the shoulders and knocked 
him down; at the same moment Sergeant Moore was 
floored in a similar manner. The police then went to 
work with their truncheons, and a series of conflicts 
took place at various points. In South-street and 
Cootle-street, the inhabitants of which are of the 
lowest class, the police were assailed by showers of 
brickbats and ginger-beer bottles from the windows, 
by which several were hurt, and No. 169 was obliged 
to be removed to the station, In Virginia-rowa party 
of mounted police, armed with swords, had to come to 
the rescue of their comrades on foot; but no sooner 
were they drafted off to another point than the in- 
surgents rallied, and drove the police out of the street. 
At length Inspector Penny came into the fleld with a 
reinforcement of a hundred men, when, by dint of a 
most indefatigable use of their staves, something like 
order was restored, Of course, a vast number of the 
Chartists were injured. From ten o’clock until nearly 
one this terrible work was going on; the shouting, 
screaming, and fighting was of such a character as to 
baffle all means o accurately describing it. 

Another band of Chartists, and other disorderly 
characters belonging to the district around Victoria- 

ark, were determined not to be behind their brethren 
in other places with their meetings, and commenced 
operations as early as eight o’clock in the morning, 
Shortly before that hour about 300 or 400 persons con- 
gregated together, and, a chairman having been 
chosen, the proceedings commenced. One of the 
Chartist orators was addressing the meeting, and 
pointing out the only way of making the Government 
give them the charter, when a number of mounted 
policemen, with drawn swords, galloped on to the 

round. Jn an instant a scene of indescribable con- 
usion took place; the police set to work with the 
flat parts of their swords, and, in the course of a few 
minutes, the park was deserted by all except the 
police. A most determined attempt was made at an 
early part of the afternoon by a dissolute gang to 
murder two constables. A body of the K division, in 
returning from the park, on passing Virginia-gardens, 
found about one hundred men ill-using the officers ; 
they had forced them out of the ground and were 
pressing their throats, no doubt intending to murder 
them. The K division, by using their truncheons, 
succeeded in beating off the mob and taking two or 
three of the ringleaders. The ground of offence was 
this :—-The officers, in passing by one of the houses in 
Virginia-row, had a pike pointed at them by a man, 
who said, A little of this will do you good.’ They 
were waiting for this es to come out when they 
were go brutally attacked. 

Two sneetirize took place in Bishop Bonner’s-fields 
during the afternoon—one at two o’clock and another 
at five. The first was principally to sympathize with 
Mr. Mitchel. A great many violent speeches were 
delivered, and a resolution passed to the effect “ That 
the Government had shown itself to be tyrannical and 
cruel in banishing Mr. Mitchel, who had been guilty 
of no offence.” The second meeting commenced im- 
mediately at the close of the first. The speeches were 
of the usual violent character, and during their delivery 
the shouting of the parties was most deafening for four

hours, although there was an immense number of 
police, both mounted and on foot, but very few of them 
could be seen whilst the meetings lasted. At length, 
however, a circumstance arose which called for their 
interference, About half-past six a number of lads 
and boys commenced throwing stones at each other, 
when some of the rabble told them that, instead of so 
doing, they ought to pelt the church, in which the 
police were concealed. In an instant they did as they 
were requested, and showers of stones were thrown at 
the windows, and in the course of a few minutes a 
reat number of squares of glass were demolished. 
The police were now called into action, and, having 
emerged from their various places of concealment, 
they marched off in sections into the midst of the 
eople. ‘The rabble then cried out, ‘You who 
He arms use them!” and, from what subsequently 
took place, itis quite clear that not a few were armed, 
The moment the police drew their trancheons many 
arties scampered off in various directions, but several 

undreds refused to go, and were loud in their com- 
plaints against the police, The men having been 
commanded to clear the ground, a conflict took place, 
The truncheons were used in full force, without the 
least regard to persons, and in the space of a few 
minutes several dozen men and boys were knocked 
down, and were walked over by others in their anxiety 
to escape, whilst many had their heads broken, arms 


) fractured, and otherwise seriously injured, A despe- 


Tate attempt was made to stab a policeman of the K 
division in the abdomen, The officer, seeing the 
fellow in the act, put down his hand to ward off the 
blow, when the instrument passed completely through 
the fleshy part of the hand. The constable was dis- 
abled from duty, and was obliged to be removed to the 
London Hospital. Several parties were taken into 
custody. The crowd was dispersed, but to keep it 
from agaifi assembling required the Most stringent 
Measures on the part of the authorities, and, in the 
event of the police not being able to manage the mob, 
provision was made by the military power to assist 
them, The whole ofthe Government offices, the Bank 
of England, and the Mint were well protected, each 

lace having a treble guard on duty, all under arms, 
rhe constables belonging to the divisions not called 
into operation at the east end of London were, at the 
above hour, all in reserve at their station-houses, and 
only waiting for orders to march out in case their ger- 
vices might be required, 

The Chartist demonstrations attempted to be got up 
on Monday night in several parts of the metropolis 
may be said to be, as far ag the number of persons 
who attended them were concerned perfect aiiives: 

The late meetings, says the Times, ‘‘have been 
organized secretly, with the intention, doubtless, of 
avoiding the penalties decreed by the law against their 
convokers; but the Joneses and Fussels cannot per- 
severe in such a course for many days without loss of 
power. The secret of their popularity lies in their 
audacity, and their audacity will soon bring them to 
the dock at the Old Bailey. We speak advisedly 
when we say it is the general feeling of the inhabitants 
of the metropolis that matters should be speedily 
brought to an issue between the peaceable portion 
of the community and the rioters, In no way could 
this be so well brought about as by summoning the 
leaders to answer at the criminal bar for their violation 
of the law. We cannot longer leave these persons 
to the contempt their acts and their motives naturally 
inspire. The transactions of the last few days prove 
the impossibility of such a course,” 

The various Chartists who have been taken into 
custody during the recent riots were on Tuesday con- 
veyed to Newgate, preparatory to their undergoing 
their trials at the Old Bailey sessions. No attempt 
was made on Tuesday night to create disturbance,

Suspecrgp Murper.—An inquest was held 
at the New Inn, East Coker, a few days since, on the 
body of Mary Hain, the wife of a weaver, whose death 
had occurred on the previous Wednesday night. It 
appeared from the evidence of three women, neigh- 
bours of the deceased, that they were called upon by 
George Hain, her husband, at half-past ten at night, 
who told them his wife was dead. The found her in 
bed on her back, quite dead, with marks of violence 
on her neck, and her face discoloured. The husband 
was undressed, and had one of his children in his 
arms; but the bed did not appear asif he had been 
init. Dr. Nesbitt, of Yeovil, described to the jury the 
result of a post-mortem examination of the body ; from 
which it appeared that congestion of the sera of the 
heart, lungs, and brain existed, and had caused death 
and from other appearances of the body it was his 
opinion that this could not have happened without 
external violence. He had not, however, observed 
any marks of violence on the body; but he thought 
these might have been visible had. the examination 
been made earlier. The jury, after deliberating for 
half an hour, returned a verdict of “ Wilful murder ”” 
against George Hain, and he was committed, under 
the coroner’s Warrant, for trial at the next assizes. 
He earnestly protested his innocence, and said he did 
not fear the trial. It is said that the prisoner is a 
man of violent temper. His wife is described to have

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SUSPECTED Case or Porsontine at Bris- 
TOL.—DISINTERMENT or THREE BoODIES,—-SUICIDE. 
A good deal of feeling was excited last week in 
the neighbourhood of Portland-square, in, conse- 
quence of its being understood that J, B. Grindon, 
Esq., coroner for the city, had summoned a jury of 
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fifteen of the respectable tradespeople of the neigh- 
bourhood to investigate some suspicious deaths, and 
that the jury had Rrovended to the burial-ground 
annexed to the parish church, where they had caused 
the bodies of three persons, a mother and two children, 
to be exhumed. The bodies had been interred for 
several months, but the coffins were in so perfect a 
state of preservation as admitted of their being cer- 
tainly and easily identified. It would appear, from 
the observations addressed by the coroner to the jury, 
that the investigation had been commenced at the 
instance of the directors of one of our principal life 
insurance-offices, in which the life of the mother had 
been insured for a very large amount. The husband 
(whose name it would be unjust, in the present crude 
State of the affair, to publish) has been in some way 
connected with the building trade, and is understood 
to have been but in moderate circumstances, but some 
time ago he applied to the office in question to insure 
his wife’s life, and, after the usual investigation as to 
her state of health, &c., his application was approved 
by the board, and a policy granted for the sum of 
£3000. Some three or four months after the policy 
had issued the wife was seized with an illness, one 
symptom of which is said to have been vomiting. The 
usual medical attendant of the family was sent for, 
and, as the illness did not yield to the treatment of 
that gentleman, one of the most eminent of our resi- 
dent physicians was called in, and joined in the 
medical cure of the disease, which, however, termi- 
nated in the death of the patient. The premium to be 
paid on the policy amounted to a large sum annually — 
a larger one, it is suggested, than the husband could 
have paid. This circumstance, together with the 
nearness of the date upon which the death took place 
to that of the policy, induced the insurance company 
to institute inquiries and to press for the coroner’s 
investigation, Upon being exhumed the bodies were 
opened, and the stomach, intestines, and their con-~ 
tents handed over to the eminent analytical chemist, 
Mr. Herapath, for the purpose of being submitted to 
strict chemical examination, The inquiry was then 
adjourned to await the result of his analysis, It is 
right to state that the husband gave his full consent 
to the inquiry and exhumation, which took place in 
the presence of several medical men. The excitement 
consequent on this affair has since been heightened to 
a painful extent by the suicide of the husband and 
father, Mr. Thomas Wellington Hill, against whom it 
will be remembered the imputation of having poisoned 
his partner and offspring lay. The coroner had scarcely 
completed the exhumation ere he received intimation 
of the death of the wretched man. It would seem that 
he had manifested symptoms af a distressed state of 
mind since the suspicion of the cause of his wife’s 
death was first communicated to him, and on Thursday 
morning he consulted a surgeon complaining of low- 
ness of spirits, and procured from him some medicines 
suited to that ailment. He did not rally, but on the 
evening of the same day took to his bedroom, which he 
never afterwards left. On Sunday perteas he called 
a sister, aged about twelve years, who has lived with 
him since his wife’s death, and desired her to go toa 
chemist’s shop which he named and purchase for him 
a small phial of the essential oil of bitter almonds, at 
the same time telling her, if she should be interrogated 
about it, to say that she wanted it for a person who was 
going into the country to live, and who.wished to take 
it with her. The girl procured the drug and gave it 
to him, and in the evening he sent her to procure 
a second quantity, which she did. The next morning, 
on going into his chamber for the keys, his sister was 
struck with an unusual appearance ‘of his eyes, and 
finding afterwards that he was very ill she became 
alarmed, and sent for assistance. ‘Medical aid was 
called in, and, upon search being made, the two 
emptied phials were found under his pillow, as was a 
note, written in pencil, as follows :— June, Monday. 
—-My head suffers extremely—mental distraction—a 
mind bowed down by heavy imputations cast upon me ; 
advantage taken of me by powerful persons to crush 
me, which they have just done. I am not guilty of the 
atrocities charged; I shrink from them, Can anything 
he discovered? I am in nowise connected therewith. 
I cannot continue; I am beside myself in eontem- 
plating the fact,” Mr. Taylor administered restoratives 
and did all in his power to preserve the wretched man’s 
life, but the dose ie had taken was too potent, and Be 
expired in about two hours afterwards from its e Lips . 
The mother-in-law of the deceased was examine d y 
the jury, and described him as having been ina de-

AccIDENTS ON THE SoutH Devon RaIt- 
WAY.—An unfortunate accident happened last week 
to a poor man named William Wreford, in the employ 
ofthe company. He was engaged about some portion 
of the rigehinere in the engine-house at the Exeter 
station, when a valve fell upon his foot, and crushed 
it ina shocking manner. He was conveyed to the 
Devon and Exeter Hospital, when. amputation was 
found to be immediately necessary. The operation 
was; skilfully performed by Mr. Delagarde, and the 
sufferer is now going on favourably. On the night of 
Saturday last a. poor fellow named William Rice, also 
in the employ of the company, met his death under 
the following : circumstances: — When the . express 
train, which leaves Exeter .at five minutes past ten 
o’clock, was within a quarter of a mile of the Newton 
station, the driver observed a lantern standing upon 
the atmospheric tube, between the two lines of rail, 
and amoment afterwards felt a sudden jerk, as if he 
had run over something. On arriving at the station 
he immediately gave an alarm, and by this time cries 
of distress had attracted the other servants of the com- 
pany, who immediately ran in the direction from which 
they had proceeded. Rice was then found lying upon 
a bridge at.the point indicated. by. the engine-driver 
between the rails and the parapet. His ankle and 
foot were completely shattered, and he had sustained, 
as afterwards appeared, other extensive injuries such 
as.torender him wholly unable to. speak so as to give 

, any account of how the accident occurred. He was 
instantly. removed to the Devon and Exeter Hospital, 
where he was.attended' by Mr. Harris, but, he died 
within three or four hours after his arrival... The dut 
of the deceased was to attend to. the sealing composi- 
tion of a portion of the atmospheric tube, but he does 
not seem to have been so. engaged at the time the ac- 
cident occurred,

Faran Bother Explosion NEAR Dup.ey., 
Eveven Lives Lost.—One of the most appalling 
accidents which has occurred in the iron district for 
many years past took place at the ironworks of Mr, 
William Jefferies, of Hart’s-hill, near Dudley, yester- 
day week, ‘I'he catastrophe, which was caused by the 
explosion of the boiler of an engine which worked 
four puddling-furnaces, occurred about half-past six 
o’clock in the morning, the noise of the explosion 
being heard distinctly for a distance of upwards of two 
miles, ‘The men who had been watching during the 
night had fortunately just left work, and but few of 
the day men had arrived, otherwise the calamity would 
have been much greater than it was, The brickwork 
in which the boiler was fixed was torn asunder and 
scattered in all directions; the roof of the works was 
blown completely away; several large furnaces and 
chimneys were smashed to atoms, and the ruins of the 
whole fell upon the men who happened to be unfor- 
tunately at work upon the premises, Portions of the 
boiler and brickwork were Gouy immense distances; 


ore portion of the boiler, weighin ; not less. than 26 
cwt., is said to have been blown a distance of a quarter 
of a mile from the scene of devastation. As soon as 
the people of the district recovered from the shock, 
and were made acquainted with the fact of the explo- 
sion, hundreds of persons assembled on the spot, and, 
as may be imagined, the scene became one of the most 
painful description, owing to the presence of the rela- 
tives of many of those who were supposed to be buried 
among the ruins. Efforts were made as soon as pos- 
sible to extricate the unhappy men. Some were extrl- 
cated alive, although of these several died soon after 
they were taken home; but those who were brought ¢ 
out dead were so mangled and disfigured that it was 

with the utmost difficulty they were recognised even 

by their nearest relatives, The following are the 

names of the ill-fated persons who were killed -— § 
Samuel Rogers, of Mersey-hill—has left a wife and > 
eight children; Thomas Jeffries, a wife and one 

child; David Newton, of the Level, a wife and seven ‘ 
children; Joseph Potter, a wife and five children; § 
John Jeffries, a wife and one child; and James Jef- 

fries, William Wassall, John Collins, Edward Moore, . 
and Edward Jefferies, unmarried. _ Several persons ¢ 
residing in the neighbourhood of the works were much 3 
injured, amongst whom was a girl who was 150 yards 3 
from the spot, when a brick alighted upon her head « 
and injured her severely. Many persons are also said 
to have experienced most: providential escapes, and 
not the least. surprising of, these instances was that of 
the stoker of the engine, who was in the slack-pit by 
the side of the boiler when the explosion took place, 
and yet escaped almost entirely unhurt. Two men, 
named Bache and Lloyd, were at work in a black- 
smith’s shop about thirty yards distant, who escaped 
without injury, although portions of the boiler and 
brickwork forced their way through the roof of the 
shop. Mr. Jefferies, the proprietor, who was in the 
works at the time, was struck by a brick and wounded 
rather’ severely. During Friday and Saturday the 
scene of devastation was Visited by thousands, and the 
police of Dudley were on the spot to’preserve order. 
Mr. Robinson, of Dudley, the coroner of the’ district, 
promptly summoned a jury, end’ preliminary’ proceed- 
ings before the inquest commenced at’ Hart’s-hill 
Tavern on Friday afternoon, The bodies of some of 
the ‘deceased having been identified,’ the coroner ad- 
journed the inquiry, in order that proper time might 
be afforded for an examination: by competent: persons 
of the premises and boiler.

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EXHIBITION OF THE PICTURES, DRAW-

We were favoured with a private view of this 
interesting collection of the works of one of our most 
popular living artists on Saturday last; it is now 
opened to the public, and before this notice is printed 
it will no doubt have been visited by many thousands, 
As the object of the institution is entirely novel— 
being the first of a series of annual exhibitions for 
the encouragement and honour of British art—it can- 
not be too well understood or too highly appreciated: 


by the public. 

It is not generally known that the first public exhi- 
bition of pictures was held in the rooms of the Society 
of Arts, The artists whose works were exhibited soon 
afterwards formed the Royal Academy. The society 
justly claims the honour of being the parent of its 
now manly offspring, The objects the society have 
in view are alike honourable to it, and particularly so 
ta one of its most active members, Henry Cole, Esq., 
a gentleman well known for his enthusiasm and taste 
in all matters relating to art, To him we are indebted 
for the present exhibition, and also the suggestion for 
the PORMATION or A NATIONAL GALLERY OF 
Britisu Arr. Mr. Cole submitted his plan to the 
Society of Arts ina paper which he read at a meeting on 
the 27th of January, 1847. He remarks:— The wish to 
establish a Nationan GALLERY oF Britny Ant has 
found utterance oftentimes and in many ways, but hi- 
therto no practical steps have been taken to realize it. 
A national collection of pictures, which shall worthily 
exemplify the state and progress of the British School 
of Art, still remains a public want. We have painters 
quite worthy to rank with those great medieval artists 
whose works we have scantily collected in our National 
Gallery ; but we have no public collection of our own 

ainters’ works.”” Mr, Cole further remarks, ‘“ that 

‘rance and Germany have been honouring their artists 
and benefiting their people by placing before them the 
works of their painters, but England has done nothing 
publicly!’ After alluding to the “ prospective effects 
of Sir Francis Chantrey’s noble bequest,” he adds his 
confident belief, ‘the exhibition proposed will pro- 
mote art, give to the nation noble gifts, and worthily 
honour the artists’ genius: and will at the same time 
reflect due credit on the society itself, and properly 
extend its influence.” 

We have not space to give, as it deserves, Mr. 
Cole’s plan in detail; suffice it to say he proposes the 
society shall organize an annual exhibition of pictures 
of some one eminent living artist; and couple with 
the collection of pictures all the engravings from 
them; and also, if possible, add drawings, sketches, 
and studies of the artists, so that we shall thus con- 
centrate in one spot annually the completest exhibition 
of the powers of one of our great painters, 

The collection now on view fully supports Mr. Cole’s 
remark that ‘' There are many advantages in exhibit- 
ing the works of an artist during his lifetime rather 
than after his death, Obviously the collection through 
his aid may be more completely made. The works 
exhibited are thus stamped with the artist’s own gua- 
rantee for their genuineness. Moreover, it seems to 
me more useful to honour a great man in his lifetime 
when he can value it, rather than when he is gone an 
cannot value it at all.

Many of Mr. Mulready’s later pictures are well known 
to the public from the en rariage from them, and 
their late exhibition at the Royal Academy; but they 
will be received again and again with pleasure, “A thing 
of beauty is a charm for ever!’’ ‘ The Wolf and the 
Lamb;’ ‘Sophia and Burchell,’ from “The Vicar of 
Wakefield ;’ ‘The Whistonian Controversy ;’ ‘ Choos- 
ing the Wedding Gown ;’ and some others are too well 
known to require any lengthened notice ; but there are 
a few of the earlier pictures, though not so well known, 
equally honourable to the artist. No. 18, ‘The 
idow,’ is one of Mr, ulteedys most happy efforts. 
It is, like most of his works, well composed, beautifully 
and carefully painted. This picture being painted twenty- 
five years ago, the costumes are of the period, and some 
of our fair readers may think with us that the good- 
looking ‘ widow” appears a little antiquated in her 
dress. She is represented seated by the tea-table, and 
has a little dog on her kneo; a sturdy-looking neigh- 
bour has dropped in and taken his seat by the widow ; 
he affects to be teasing the dog, but he evidently wants 
to attract the notice of the widow, and has as plainly 
succeeded in making himself agreeable, not only 
to her but her children, who flock around him, 
the one seizing and trying on his hat, while 
another has just discovered a toy which is 
peeping out of his pocket. He expects, we suppose, 
the hat will be ultimately “hung up.” There 
is also a fine specimen of the old domestic servant of 
the family at the other end of the table. She does 
not, however, appear to like the new position of affairs, 
Through a window in the background is seen a good 
trade going on in the shop, that may probably be the 
object of the ambition of the sturdy yeoman. The 
painting of all the details is clever in the extreme, 

No, 22, ‘The Barber’s Shop,’ and No. 17, ‘ Lending 
a Bite,’ are two fine specimens of Mr, Mulready’s early 
figure subjects. They are remarkable for the care and 
finish bestowed upon them; and, although they are 
not so florid in colour as some of his later works, they 
have never been surpassed in their peculiar style of 
excellence, 

No. 20, an illustration of ‘Train up a child in the 
way he should go, and when he is old he will not 
depart from it.” The child is urged by his sister, in 
charity, to overcome his fears of the miserable and un- 
couth Lascars. This is rather a large picture, and, 
taken altogether, is one of the most successful in the 
room. ‘There is great power and depth of colour, The 
cpeapcaition and drawing of the females are most beau- 
tiful. 

No, 22, ‘First Love.’ This is a most graceful and 
charming composition. The young girl, lingering 
and listening to the soft nothings of the handsome 
young swain, is the perfection of beauty and artless 
simplicity. The story is forcibly told by the impatience 
of the mother, expressed by her attitude and gesture, 
in the distance, 

No. 39, ‘Interior of an English Cottage.’ This 
splendid picture was purchased by his late Majesty 
George I'V., and is now the property of her Majesty 
the Queen, A female is sitting at an open window, 
and a girl lying on her knee, a younger one before 
her in the cradle. All the details are painted with 
care and judgment. The colouring is most exquisite, 
and a beautiful bit of English landscape is seen in the 
distance. 

There is a room devoted to drawings and sketches, 
all of them extremely interesting and full of feeling, 
Some studies from the life are models of fine drawing 
and good examples to young and rising artists, :

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 

In the House of Lords, on Monday, Lord Brougham

In the House of Commons, on Monday, in reply to 
Mr. G. Thompson, who complained of the conduct of 
the police at the late Chartist meetings, Sir George 
Grey stated that he had no hesitation in assuming to 
himself the whole responsibility of the police, acting 
as they did under the direct instructions he had given 
to the police commissioners. 

On ‘Tuesday Lord Ashley concluded an eloquent 
speech in reference to the condition of the juvenile 
portion of the humbler classes, and of the good effects 
which had resulted from the establishment of ragged 
schools, by moving that it is expedient that means be 
annually provided for the voluntary emigration, to 
some of her Majesty’s colonies, of a certain number of 

oung persons of both sexes, who have been educated 
in the schools ordinarily called ‘* ragged schools’’ in 
and about the metropolis. Sir G, Grey, after referring 
to the deep interest which the speech of the noble 
lord had excited, said this was not merely a 
Christian or moral question, but one affecting the 
political and social interests of the country, and it 
was clearly the duty of the Government, as far as 
possible, to lend its aid in applying a remedy to the 
evils so truly stated by his noble friend, To the

HER ROYAL HIGHNESS 
THE PRINCESS SOPHIA. 


‘The once large family of George 
Til. has now dwindled down 
to the number of three, The 
youngest surviving child, the 

rincess Sophia, was removed 
from this world on Saturday, 
May 27. The King of Hanover, 
the Duke of Cambridge, and 
the Duchess of Gloucester 
ilone remain to connect our 
memories with the recollection 
of the good old King, the con- 
cluding years of whose length- 
ened life were passed in sad 
oblivion, The late Princess 
was born at the Queen’s Palace, 
St, James's, about nine o'clock 
in the evening of Tuesday, the 
4th of November, 1777, his 
Grace the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, several lords of the 
Privy Council, and the ladies 
of her Majesty’s bedchamber 
being present, The guns of 
the Tower soon gave notice of 
the welcome tidings to the city 
and its neighbourhood, ‘The 
bulletin sent forth its usual 
happy announcement that the 
Queen and infant Princess were 
doing well, 'The common con- 
gratulations were made, and 
addresses presented, the Lord 

Mayor of London, Aldermen, 
und Common Council taking 
the lead, 

_ Like the rest of the family of 
George III., the Princess used 
to occupy a cradle with rockers, 

which, within our recollection, 
was used in all families, but is 
now becoming obsolete, except 
in the cottages and dwellings 
of the lower classes, ‘The 
rocker’ was a regularly-esta- 
blished female officer of the 
household, with a settled sa-
